RULE  1 

Conductors  and  motormen  are  required  to  be 
familiar  with  the  rules,  and  with  every  special 
order  issued.  The  bulletin  book  must  be  exam- 
ined daily  for  special  orders.  Entrance  into  the 
service  of  the  Department  implies  acceptance 
of  its  rules  and  regulations,  and  ignorance  of 
rules  will  not  be  accepted  as  an  excuse  for  neg- 
'ect  or  remission  of  duty.  If  in  doubt  as  to  the 
exact  meaning  of  any  rule  or  special  order, 
application  must  be  made  to  the  proper  authori- 
ties for  information.

Politeness. — Treat  all  passengers  with  polite- 
ness; avoid  difficulty,  and  exercise  patience,  for- 
bearance and  self-control  under  all  conditions 
Do     not     use    uncivil,     indecent     or     profane 
language,  even  under  the  greatest  provocation.

Habits. — ^Drinking  intoxicating  beverages  of 
any  Itind,  or  entering  any  place  where  the  samp 
is  sold  as  a  beverage;  carrying  of  any  intoxicat- 
ing drink  about  the  person,  or  the  bringing  of 
the  same  on  to  the  premises  of  the  Department; 
smoking  or  chewing  tobacco  during  hours  of 
duty,  or  the  constant  frequenting  of  drinking 
places,  or  entering  such  places  wearing  uniform, 
or  the  indulgence  to  excess  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  when  off  duty,  is  positively  prohibited. 

Smoking  is  not  permitted  in  any  part  of  the 
Department's  buildings  or  cars,  except  in  the 
rooms  set  apart  for  use  of  motormen  and  con- 
ductors. Chewing  tobacco  will  not  be  tolerated 
in  the  rooms  or  on  the  cars. 

RULE  6 

Smoking  and  Spitting. — Smoking  mu»t  not  be 
allowed  on  closed  cars,  and  only  on  the  three  (3) 
rear  seats  of  open  cars.  Conductors  will  politely 
ask  smokers  to  take  rear  seats,  and  If  they  will 
not  do  so,  will  stop  the  cars  and  require  them  to 
alight.  Conductors  should  request  ladles  not  to 
occupy  Ihe  seats  assigned  to  smokers  as  long  as 
there  are  other  vacant  seats  In  the  car.

RULI  1 

Conductors  must  remain  on  the 
rear  platform  and  keep  a  vigilant 
lookout  for  paaaensrers  on  both  sides  of  the 
street.  They  must  also  keep  careful  watch  of 
pa«ien«rers  in  the  car  to  note  requests  to  stop 
for  those  requiring  to  leave  the  car,  and  must 
be  careful  to  remember  requests  of  pasaengers 
to  stop  at  points  aJiead,  stopping  car  and  noti- 
fying such  passengers  when  the  point  is  reached.

RULE  15 

Passengers  inquiring  for  lost  articles  should 
be  referred  to  general  office.  Any  failure  to 
turn  in  an  article  found  will  be  ground  for 
dismissal. 

RULE  16 

The  lamp  or  lighting  circuit  of  the  car  con- 
sists of  three  series  of  five  lamps.  The  lamp 
may  sometimes  refuse  to  light.  This  will  prob- 
ably be  found  to  be  due  to  one  of  the  following 
causes:  A  broken  or  burnt  out  lamp,  poor 
contact  between  one  of  the  lamps  and  its  socket, 
poor  contact  in  the  switch,  or  a  loose  or  broken 
wire.  The  remedies  being,  in  the  first  case,  to 
replace  the  defective  lamp  with  a  new  one;  in 
the  second,  to  try  every  lamp,  screwing  it  more 
firmly  into  the  socket;  in  the  third,  to  remove 
the  cover  of  the  switch  and  tighten  contacts.  If 
the  trouble  is  not  found  to  be  due  to  any  of 
these  causes,  it  should  be  reported  to  the  In- 
spector. 

RULE  17 

No  trunks,  chests,  lumber,  large  packages,  ex- 
plosive materials,  baby  carriages  or  articles  of 
commerce,  or  parcels  of  a  bulky  nature  that  may 
interfere  with  the  accommodation  of  passengers, 
or  articles  which,  from  their  odor  or  otherwise, 
would  be  offensive  to  passengers,  will  be  allowed 
on  the  cars.  Passengers  must  hold  baskets  or 
parcels  on  their  laps,  or  place  them  on  the  floor. 
No  track  brooms,  shovels  or  other  tools,  will 
under  any  circumstances  be  allowed  in  the  car 
or  on  the  rear  platform.  Nothing  must  be 
allowed  to   hang  on  the  brake   handlb. 

Conductors  must  not  take  charge  of,  or  be- 
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come  responsible  for  any  baskets,  letters,  pack 
ages  or  articles  of  any  kind  which  a  passensrei 
may   bring   on   the   car,   except   those   designed 
for  the  Department. 


SPECIAL  ORDERS  TO  CONDUCTORS 


Position  and  Duty. — ^When  necessary  call  out 
in  a  distinct  voice,  "Please  sit  closer,"  and  if 
thlK  is  of  no  avail  request  passengers  who  ar« 
taking  up  too  much  room  to  "Please  sit  closer." 

Pp3sengers  must  be  asked  to  step  inside  or 
mc  e  to  the  front  when  necessary  and  must  not 
be  allowed  to  block  the  platforms  so  as  to  pre- 
vent ingress  or  egress  or  to  interfere  with  the 
motorman.  No  passenger  will  be  allowed  to 
stand  in  the  vestibule  while  there  is  room  in  the 
car. 

Transfers. — ^All  transfers  must  be  carefully 
examined  in  order  to  avoid  imposition.  Con- 
ductors accepting  transfers  out  of  date  or  time 
will  t)e  liable  to  suspension. 

Conductors  punching  transfers  ahead  of  time 
in  order  to  allow  a  stop-over  will  be  subject  to 
dismissal. 

Drunks. — ^Drunken  or  filthy  persons  or  persons 
acting  indecently  or  disorderly  must  not  be 
allowed  on  the  car  or  to  remain  upon  it. 

Heating  and  Lighting. — ^Lights  must  be  turned 
off  at  daylight  in  the  morning,  and  must  not  be 
turned  on  in  the  evening  until  actually  re- 
quired. 

Controller. — Conductors  must  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  operation  of  the  motor,  but  must 
never  take  charge  of  the  controller  handle  or 
apply  the  current  without  an  order  from  a  road- 
master.  No  person  except  the  Inspector,  or 
authorized  official,  or  motorman  In  charge  of 
the   car,   la   permitted  to   touch  the   controller 
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handle,  except  In  case  of  the  disability  of  the 
motorman  when  the  conductor  may  run  the  car 
into  the  shed  if  he  feels  competent  to  do  so.

Accidents 

The  safety  of  passengers  is  the  first  considera- 
tion. 

All  employees  are  required  t)  exercise  con- 
stant care  to  prevent  injury  to  persons  or 
property,  and  in  a!l  cases  of  doubt  take  the  safe 
side. 

In  case  there  are  persons  between  tracks, 
cars  moving  in  opposite  directions  must  not 
pass.  One  car  must  stop  until  such  persons 
have  crossed  the  track. 

When  any  fire  department  vehicle  is  observed 
approaching  in  any  direction,  cars  must  be  kept 
stopped  until  such  vehicle  has  passed. 

Ambulances  must  be  allowed  right  of  way, 
and  when  approaching  or  passing,  cars  must  be 
kept  under  control  to  avoid  collision. 

Conductors  and  motormen  must,  in  a  polite 
way,  endeavor  to  keep  people  from  jumping  on 
and  ofC  cars  while  in  motion.  If  they  attempt  to 
get  on  or  off  the  car  while  it  is  in  motion,  call 
out  to  them,  "Please  wait  until  the  car  stops." 
When  passengers  are  alighting  from  your  car, 
and  you  see  a  car  approaching  in  an  opposite 
direction,  notify  them  politely  to  look  out  for 
car  on  other  track. 

Owing  to  the  danger  of  short  circuit  in  con- 
troller, ladles  and  children  must  not  be  allowed 
to  occupy  the  front  seats  of  stand  beside  the 
front  controller  of  open  cars  when  there  is  room 
in  other  seats. 

Do  not  permit  anyone  to  stand  on  the  steps, 
and  never,  under  any  circumstances,  permit  a 
woman  or  child  to   ride  on   the  steps.     They 
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should  be  fully  Inside  of  the  car  before  the  signal 
is  given  to  start. 

Motormen  are  cautioned  to  exercise  great 
care  when  a  vehicle  is  passing  alongside  of  track 
ahead  of  car.  Ring  the  gong  vigorously  to  at- 
tract the  attention  of  the  person  driving,  as  a 
warning  not  to  pull  in  ahead  of  car;  and  run 
guardedly  until  the  vehicle  Is  passed. 

Whenever  persons  or  vehicles  ahead  of  the 
car  are  in  a  dangerous  position,  do  not  rely  upon 
them  to  get  out  safely,  but  get  the  car  under 
control  or  stop  at  once. 

When  passing  standing  cars,  gong  must  be 
rung  and  oar  brought  to  slow  speed  or  stop. 

When  it  becomes  apparent  that  there  is 
liable  to  be  an  accident,  such  as  a  collision  with 
a  vehicle  or  person;  or  when  in  the  Judgment 
of  the  motorman  an  accident  cannot  be  avoided 
always  drop  the  fender  before  reversing  the 
power,  or  making  any  effort  to  stop  the  car. 

In  case  of  accident,  however  slight,  to  persons 
or  property,  in  connection  with  or  near  any  car, 
the  motorman  and  conductor  in  charge  of  the 
same  will  render  all  assistance  necessary  and 
practicable,  and  make  the  best  of  the  situation. 
In  no  case  will  they  go  away  leaving  injured 
persons,  without  first  having  seen  that  they  are 
cared  for. 

Motormen  or  conductors  will  not  authorize 
medical  attendance,  except  for  the  first  visit  in 
cases  of  personal  injury,  nor  will  they  visit  in- 
jured persons  at  any  time  afterward,  unless 
speciallj  inspected  so  to  do  by  any  officer  of  the 
Department.  In  all  cases  of  personal  injuries,  the 
Department's  physician  must  be  notified.  If  he 
Is  not  available,  call  the  nearest  at  band. 

In  the  event  of  a  fatal  accident,  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  blockade  the  line  awaiting  the 
arrival  of  the  coroner  or  any  other  official.  If 
any  accident  occurs  where  it  is  impossible  to 
carry  the  body  to  a  place  of  shelter  and  security, 
motorman  and  conductor  will  put  the  body  on 
the  car  and  carry  it  to  some  suitable  place.
